MAY  NOT  BE  RETURNED.  If  the

The  shift  from  the  Oak  Tree  design  to  the  Pine  Tree  was  a  mea¬ 
sured  process.  What  is  taken  to  be  the  final  Oak  Tree  variety  is 
known  as  the  "spiny  branches"  variety  (Noe  14)  and  looks  very 
much  like  the  Pine  Tree.  Also,  Oak  Tree  sixpence  coins  in  the 
varieties  Noe  20  through  Noe  22  use  the  same  reverse  die  as  the 
Pine  Tree  sixpence,  Noe  32.  It  is  generally  thought  the  change  to 
the  Pine  Tree  design  occurred  in  1667  when  the  first  renegoti¬ 
ated  minting  contract  expired  and  a  new  agreement  was  signed. 
However,  there  is  no  proof  for  this,  nor  can  we  be  sure  that  the 
production  of  Oak  Tree  coins  ceased  before  Pine  Tree  coins 
began. 

In  relation  to  the  earlier  styles,  a  vast  number  of  Pine  Tree  coins 
were  minted.  The  shillings  come  in  two  different  series.  The 
first  series  of  Pine  Tree  shillings,  made  on  large  thin  planchets, 
were  produced  using  the  same  technology  as  was  used  for  the 
Oak  Tree  series  (either  a  rocker  arm  press  or  a  roller  press).  The 
second  and  final  series  of  Pine  Tree  shillings  were  struck  on 
smaller  and  thicker  planchets  than  the  previous  series.  This  was 
due  to  the  replacement  of  the  rocker  arm  or  roller  press  by  the 
more  sophisticated  screw  press.  In  the  screw  press,  an  upper 
and  a  lower  die  are  pressed  together  by  turning  handles 
attached  to  a  large  screw.  Hence,  the  more  consistent  quality  of 
these  small  planchet  pieces  (PCGS  #  24)

In  Penny 
Whimsy,  Dr.  William  Sheldon  observed  that  "collectors  mention  it  [the  Starred  Reverse]  with  religious  awe."  The  numismatic  mystery  to  solve  is 
exactly  why  the  stars  on  the  reverse  of  this  variety?  Sheldon  believed  "they  are  put  in  with  a  light  punch,  and  since  they  are  far  too  light  to  have 
been  intended  as  a  border,  it  is  perhaps  more  likely  that  they  are  the  result  of  the  whim  of  an  idle  hour  at  the  Mint."

A  foundation  of  the  United  States'circu- 
lating  coinage  today,  the  nickel  five  cent  piece  was  not 
introduced  until  1866.  It  took  the  Civil  War,  and  the  mone¬ 
tary  disruption  that  accompanied  that  war,  to  lead  the  fed- 
ctal  government  to  strike  a  nickel  five  cent  coin.  It's  issue 
was  needed  to  help  retire  the  fractional  currency  notes 
notes  that  had  circulated  during  the  war.  Congress  autho¬ 
rized  a  nickel  coin  of  the  this  denomination  with  the  Mint 
Act  of  May  16,  1866. 

James  Barton  Longacre  designed  the  shield  nickel,  and  his 
initial  design  includes  reverse  rays  between  the  stars  that 
encircled  the  denomination.  The  Mint  dropped  the  rays  in 
1867  because  they  caused  striking  problems  and  shortened 
die  life.  Proofs  were  struck  in  1866  and  in  1867  using  the 
Kays  design,  and  Breen  (1977)  states  that  approximately 
125-175  coins  were  struck  in  the  former  year;  others  push 
this  figure  to  200  which  is  still  a  low  mintage.  This  is  a 
beautifully  toned  Gem  Proof  which  has  been  carefully  han¬ 
dled  and  now  rests  in  a  solid,  accurately  graded  PCGS 
holder.

Proof  sets  were  distributed  on  various  occasions  throughout  the  year  1867,  Breen  argues  that  the  with-rays  Nickels  were  included  only  on  one 
occasion.  In  Breen’s  words,  "Now  known  to  have  been  issued  only  with  the  initial  or  February  5,  1867  delivery  of  silver  Proofs,  with  possibly  at 
most  a  few  more  in  minor  Proof  sets  at  that  time.  Exceedingly  rare,  not  over  about  a  dozen  survivors  traceable  ." 

Breen  specifically  enumerates  seven  examples  he  had  examined  plus  a  few  other  listings  and  notes  that  "at  least  two  have  been  poorly  cleaned." 
This  is  still  close  to  the  graded  population  by  the  main  top-tier  grading  services,  even  after  18  years  (the  Breen  encyclopedia  was  published  in 
1988),  although  a  few  specialists  in  the  series  suggest  as  many  as  65  Proofs  may  exist  in  all  grades,  primarily  those  struck  from  die  2  (about  50  are 
certified  as  of  12/05).  The  present  example  is  clearly  one  of  the  freshest  known  of  the  extremely  rare  "original"  group  and  merits  the  Choice 
Cameo  Proof  designation  with  a  "premium  quality"  title  appended  to  reinforce  its  importance.  A  marvelous  coin  for  the  specialist  (PCGS  #  83818) 

It  is  generally  believed  that  only  25  proofs  were  struck  of  the  With  Rays  type  in  1867.  However,  recent  research  shows  that  two  dies  were  actually 
used  to  strike  this  limited  emission,  a  very  small  number  from  Die  One  and  a  larger  (but  unknown)  number  from  Die  Two.  Research  published  in 
2003  by  John  Dannreuther  makes  a  convincing  case  for  just  this  scenario.  Both  originals  and  restrikes  (or  second  strikings)  share  a  common 
reverse,  but  the  obverse  dies  are  noticeably  different  once  the  diagnostics  are  pointed  out.  There  are  eight  diagnostics  that  J.D.  has  listed  for  the 
Obverse  One,  State  One  coins:  1)  left  base  of  1  over  right  part  of  dentil,  7  recut,  lower  shield  clear,  full  "detached"  leaf;  2)  area  below  right  arrow 
shaft  directly  behind  the  arrowhead  clear;  3)  upper  top  left  of  shield  to  nearest  leaf  has  small  polish  lines;  4)  tiny  die  line  through  two  leaves  below 
the  "detached"  leaf  continuing  into  the  leaf  below;  5)  die  line  from  7th  horizontal  stripe  angling  down  through  several  stripes;  curly  die  line  from 
10th  horizontal  stripe  down  through  left  side  of  shield  ending  in  the  circle;  6)  strong  inner  left  bar  to  W  in  WE;  7)  inner  right  berries  recut  with  tiny 
polish  line  from  the  lower  berry  to  the  adjacent  leaf;  and  8)  "detached"  lower  right  part  of  the  left  arrow  feather.  This  particular  coin  matches  all 
these  criteria,  thus  making  it  one  of  the  very  rare  (probably  10  known)  original  strikings.

The  obverse  die  for  this  variety  was  made  during  the  latter  part  of  1917  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  preparation  for  the  next  years  coinage.  It 
was  during  the  final  quarter  of  each  year  that  the  Mint's  engraving  department  began  preparing  dies  since  the  operation  took  weeks  to  supply 
the  three  mints  with  adequate  numbers  of  obverse  and  reverse  working  dies.  As  described  in  David  W.  Lange's  book  on  the  buffalo  nickel 
series,  a  nationwide  shortage  of  minor  coins  (cents  and  nickels)  developed  during  1917-18  and  led  to  an  unprecedented  output  of  these.  It  is 
therefore  easy  to  understand  that  dies  for  both  1917  and  1918  would  have  been  in  preparation  during  the  latter  months  of  1917  to  meet  both 
current  and  anticipated  needs. 


In  sinking  a  working  die,  two  or  more  impressions  had  to  be  taken  from  a  working  hub.  Between  each  impression,  the  developing  die  was 
taken  to  the  furnace  to  be  annealed,  or  softened,  since  the  first  impression  caused  the  metal  to  become  work-hardened.  It  was  then  ready  for 
another  impression.  Amid  the  haste  to  produce  new  dies,  a  working  die  that  had  already  been  impressed  with  a  hub  dated  1917  was  then 
either  inadvertently  or  intentionally  given  another  impression  from  a  hub  dated  1918.  The  result  was  an  overdate."

Three  years 
before,  on  Pottawotamie  Creek,  on  the  night  of  May  24,  1856, 
Brown  and  his  sons  murdered  five  men  who  supported  slavery, 
although  none  actually  owned  slaves.

Brown  spent  the  next  three  years  seeking  contribu¬ 
tions  from  wealthy  abolitionists  in  order  to  establish  a  colony 
for  runaway  slaves.  To  accomplish  this.  Brown  needed  weap¬ 
ons  and  decided  to  capture  the  arsenal  at  Harpers  Ferry.  The 
rest  is  history.

Just  so  you'll  know  life  isn't  any  different  in  21st  century 
America  with  its  Nanny  government  functionaries,  in  1886, 
the  year  this  quarter  was  sold,  a  Sheriff  Hopkins  entered 
the  Yick  Wo  laundry  in  San  Francisco.  The  sheriff  had  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  owner.  The  warrant  said  he 
had  broken  the  law.  A  San  Francisco  ordinance  said  that  all 
laundries  had  to  be  operated  in  brick  buildings.  The  Yick 
Wo  laundry  was  in  a  wooden  building,  and  wooden  build¬ 
ings  were  more  vulnerable  to  fires.  But  there  was  one  prob¬ 
lem:  of  San  Francisco's  320  laundries,  310  were  in  wooden 
buildings.  Most  of  the  laundries  —  240  of  them  —  were 
owned  by  Chinese  residents. 

Sheriff  Hopkins,  never  one  to  overlook  an  opportunity, 
went  on  and  arrested  almost  all  the  Chinese  owners  of 
laundries  in  wooden  buildings!  The  Chinese  launderers  got 
together  and  sued  the  sheriff.  The  case  was  Yick  Wo  v. 
Hopkins.  Law  students  in  colleges  today  study  that  case, 
but  most  do  not  know  that  there  never  was  a  Yick  Wo. 
Sheriff  Hopkins  assumed  that  the  man  who  owned  the  Yick 
Wo  laundry,  and  fought  for  his  rights,  was  named  Yick  Wo. 
Actually,  his  name  was  Lee  Yick.  And  he  fought  for  his 
rights.

Although 
Anthony  C.  Paquet  signed  many  medals  at  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint,  including  the  particularly  important  Washing¬ 
ton  Cabinet  Medal  for  presentation  on  February  22,  1860, 
his  patterns  are  unsigned.

If  in  a  spare  moment  you  will  take  time  to  scan  the  list  of  the 
various  Pattern  coins  struck  between  1868  and  1871,  you  will 
see  a  large  expansion  in  the  number  of  types.  According  to  his¬ 
torians,  Philadelphia  Mint  officials  were  petitioned  (often 
behind  closed  doors)  by  collectors  wanting  a  piece  of  the  action. 
Collectors  had  heard  rumors  how  privileged  individuals  were 
receiving  these  rare  and  beautiful  Pattern  issues.  Naturally, 
they  wants  some  of  their  own;  and  for  a  time  the  Mint  Director 
and  his  allies  obliged.  However,  things  got  out  of  hand.  A 
ruckus  was  raised  (possibly  by  jealous  outsiders),  and  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  providing  specimens  ended  abruptly.  Nonetheless,  we 
can  thank  these  ne'er-do-wells  of  yesteryear  who,  through  their 
demands  for  a  slice  of  the  Pattern  pie,  encouraged  a  larger  num¬ 
ber  of  pieces  to  be  struck  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the 
case.  This  relative  abundance  of  dates  from  1868  to  1871  keeps 
prices  affordable  to  the  average  collector.

As  noted  above,  the  presently  offered  coin  has  long  since  recuperated  from  its  light  cleaning,  and,  even  with  that  in 
mind,  it  is  still  a  major  rarity  among  pattern  issues.  The  present  choice  Proof  is  the  only  example  of  Judd-1504  certified  by  NGC  in  the  Proof 
designation;  two  other  examples  of  Judd-1504  have  been  certified  by  that  firm,  one  of  those  was  with  a  Cameo  designation,  the  other  with  a 
Ultra  Cameo  designation.

Reeded  edge.  Light  hairlines  in  the  field,  but  essentially  mirrorlike.  Well  struck  and  with  excellent  contrast.  A  beautiful  example  of  a  pattern 
variety  that  is  unobtainable  in  gold,  accessible  only  in  copper  or  copper  gilt,  and  rare  as  such.  The  current  piece  was  struck  as  copper  and  then 
was  gold  plated  very  early,  possibly  at  the  mint  (as  was  done  every  now  and  then),  possibly  not.  The  record  is  ambiguous.  Fewer  than  10  dif¬ 
ferent  examples  have  been  traced  today  of  Judd-1549,  making  the  present  coin  a  rarity  in  an  absolute  sense.  Interestingly,  more  gilt  examples 
of  Judd-1549  are  known  than  are  copper  pieces  (while  for  J-1547,  the  opposite  is  true).  Although  today  classic  "trophy  coins"  have  a  way  of 
bormcing  around  on  the  market  and  appearing  more  frequently  than  their  rarity  indicates,  most  1877  pattern  $50  pieces  have  remained  rather 
quiet. 

The  $50  Half  Union,  as  it  was  called,  was  the  result  of  a  proposal  made  to  create  a  large  gold  coin  for  commerce,  in  view  of  quantities  of  bul¬ 
lion  being  available  from  California.  The  denomination  has  precedence  in  that  decades  earlier  in  1851  and  1852  octagonal  $50  "slugs"  were 
produced  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  1855  the  famous  Wass,  Molitor,  &  Co.  and  the  rare  Kellogg  &  Co.  $50  pieces  were  made  in  round  format. 
The  thought  in  1877  was  to  have  the  $100  be  called  the  Union,  and  the  $50,  as  here,  called  the  Half  Union. 

The  design  and  dies  were  made  by  Chief  Engraver  William  Barber,  who  inserted  his  initial  B  below  the  curl  at  the  back  of  the  neck  truncation. 
The  portrait  of  Liberty  is  instantly  familiar  as  the  same  motif,  in  various  reductions,  was  used  on  his  other  patterns,  notably  dollars  through 
and  including  1880.  The  head  of  Liberty  superficially  resembles  that  on  current  $20  pieces,  but  is  strictly  Barber’s  own  work,  with  stylistic 
variations  and  with  the  coronet  of  an  unusual  configuration.  The  date  1877  is  from  the  four-digit  logotype  used  to  produced  double  eagles 
this  year.  The  stars  around  are  small  and  are  no  doubt  standard  punches  used  on  a  smaller  denomination. 

The  reverse  is  directly  inspired  by  the  contemporary  $20  piece,  designed  by  James  B.  Longacre  in  1849,  but  here  in  larger  size  and  adapted  for 
the  $50.  Appropriate  lettering  is  around  the  border  as  illustrated.  The  motto  IN  GOD  WE/TRUST  was  probably  entered  into  the  die  by  hand, 
rather  than  being  part  of  a  hub.  The  alignment  is  rather  irregular,  the  top  line  is  not  in  a  true  arc,  the  D  is  distant  and  tilts  to  the  right,  and  so 
on.  The  devil  is  in  the  details,  they  say,  and  often  the  examination  of  a  seemingly  routine  pattern  or  regular  die  from  this  era  of  the  19th  cen¬ 
tury  will  reveal  many  irregularities. 

As  to  the  $50  pattern,  there  are  two  different  obverse  dies,  both  combined  with  the  reverse  here.  One  striking  of  each  was  made  in  gold,  and 
given  to  the  Mint  Collection.  However,  it  seems  that  in  the  early  1890s  Philadelphia  dealer  John  W.  Haseltine  somehow  persuaded  the  curator 
of  the  Mint  Cabinet  to  part  with  them,  after  which  they  landed  in  Haseltine's  inventory.  The  same  gold  impressions  reappeared  on  the  market 
in  the  next  decade  when  he  and  Stephen  K.  Nagy  sold  them  to  William  H.  Woodin.  A  great  furor  arose,  well  delineated  in  the  numismatic 
press  of  the  time,  and  the  two  gold  strikings  were  returned  to  the  Mint.  Today  they  are  among  the  treasures  in  the  National  Numismatic  Col¬ 
lection  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

The  number  of  copper  pieces  struck  was  not  recorded,  but  must  have  been  quite  low,  judging  from  the  rarity  of  such  pieces  today.  The  pres¬ 
ently  offered  coin  reflects  not  only  an  idea  that  might  have  been,  but  wasn't,  but  also  is  desirable  for  the  $50  denomination  (the  toughest  value 
to  acquire  for  a  type  set  of  patterns),  its  rarity,  and  its  fame.

Then  the  large  date  dies  were  delivered  to 
Charlotte  and  coinage  began  again.  The  large  date  pieces 
were  delivered  from  June  30  through  December  30.  The 
larger  coinage  of  23,076  were  struck  put  into  circulation. 
Only  a  few  of  the  Small  Date  pieces  have  been  graded  as 
Mint  State,  and  this  is  clearly  a  pleasing  one.  A  foremost 
opportunity  for  the  advanced  numismatist. 

Alternately,  according  to  the  Harry  Bass  auction  sale  of  a 
similar  1843-C  small  date  quarter  eagle,  the  23,076  pieces 
attributed  by  Breen  as  the  Large  Date  might  have  included 
some  Small  Date  varieties  as  well. 

"If  Walter  Breen’s  figures  are  correct,  2,988  Small  Date  and 
23,076  Large  Date,  then,  all  things  being  equal.  Small  Date 
pieces  should  be  about  eight  times  rarer  today.  However, 
such  does  not  seem  to  be  the  case.  Douglas  Winter  gives  an 
estimate  of  45  to  50  pieces  known  totally  for  the  Small  Date 
and  75  to  80  known  totally  for  the  Large  Date;  in  other 
words,  the  Large  Date  is  not  even  twice  as  rare,  let  alone 
eight  times  as  rare."

Deeply  punched 
logotype,  with  repunching  within  the  last  digit,  seemingly  Breen's  "overdate,"  Breen-6186,  described  as  "Repunched  4,  microscopic  traces  of  4 
within  6."  Regarding  this  characteristic,  Douglas  Winter  in  New  Orleans  Mint  Gold  Coins:  1839-1909,  comments:  "It  has  long  been  claimed  that 
an  1846/ 44-0  overdate  exists.  In  my  opinion,  such  pieces  are  not  overdatesO"  It  probably  is  not  necessary  to  state  at  this  point  that  we  agree, 
for  we  have  not  catalogued  it  as  an  overdate.  What,  then,  is  the  stub  under  the  final  6?  Upon  examination  of  this  piece  and  also  others  from 
this  logotype  punch,  it  seems  that  the  logotype  was  shifted,  and  a  repunching  occurred.  There  is  a  small  line  in  the  top  of  the  6  that  might  lead 
someone  to  think  it  is  a  diagonal  from  a  4,  but  within  the  base  of  the  6  the  repunchings  are  all  curved  or  circular  in  appearance,  indicating  a 
repunching  of  a  6,  certainly  not  a  4.  Related  repunchings,  differing  in  some  detail,  occur  among  other  dies."

The  1860  Old  Reverse  Quarter  Eagle  lay  undiscovered  until  the  1990s.  As  such,  is  the  newest  addition  to  the  trio  of  rare  Old  Reverse  issues  from 
the  1859-1861  era.

1053  1875.  NGC  graded  Proof  64  Cameo.  Only  20  struck  all  in  proof.  Key  date  to  the  $3  series.  An  important  Rarity.  Blazing  gold  Proof.  Of  all  the 

famous  issues  in  the  Three  Dollar  gold  series,  only  the  unique  1870-S  tops  the  Proof-only  1875  for  fame  and  reputation,  the  1875  being  the  first 
issue  from  the  series  to  eclipse  the  $100,000  barrier,  well  over  30  years  ago.  The  Mint  listed  its  coinage  as  20  Proofs,  but  today  we  recognize 
that  the  figure  is  slightly  understated  since  the  number  of  pieces  known  is  estimated  at  above  30  coins.  The  reddish-golden  surfaces  exhibit 
full,  watery  brilliance  and  contrast  that  must  be  considered  minimal,  in  spite  of  the  "Cameo"  designation  it  received.  Wispy  hairlines  are  scat¬ 
tered  throughout,  the  most  noticeable  located  in  the  fields  and  virtually  absent  on  the  delicate  cheek  contour.  These,  however,  are  both  short 
and  relatively  unobtrusive. 

According  to  research  published  by  Bowers,  "In  1916,  Frank  G.  Duffield,  editor  of  The  Numismatist,  sought  to  unravel  the  mystery  surround¬ 
ing  the  1873,  1875,  and  1876  $3  pieces,  for  which  Mint  reports  stated  that,  respectively,  just  25,  20,  and  45  pieces  had  been  made,  all  in  Proof 
finish.  And  yet,  especially  for  the  1873,  it  seemed  that  more  were  around  than  officially  stated.  Readers  were  invited  to  contact  Duffield  with 
regard  to  the  pieces  they  owned,  but  response  was  negligible,  as  most  numismatists  collected  in  private  and  did  not  necessarily  want  to  share 
their  knowledge.  Even  the  better  known  numismatists  of  the  era  who  owned  such  pieces  did  not  answer  the  challenge.  Accordingly,  the  mat¬ 
ter  was  soon  dropped.  Pop  3;  1  in  65  Cameo,  NGC  has  graded  only  7  in  total. 


In  later  years  it  became  apparent  that  somewhat  more  than  20  1875  Proofs  were  struck.  Some  have  suggested  that  these  might  be  called 
restrikes  but  as  all  are  from  the  same  die  pair  and  appear  to  have  essentially  the  same  characteristics  and  most  probably  were  actually  struck 
in  1875  (but  not  recorded),  the  point  is  moot.  Today,  the  1875  stands  as  an  icon,  a  beacon  to  the  $3  series,  the  particular  date  to  which  the  eye 
gravitates  when  a  display  is  presented."

1876  three-dollar  gold  piece  has  earned  it  much  fame  over  the  decades.  Its  rarity  is  guaranteed  by  the  aforesaid  mintage  of  just  45  coins.  While 
collectors  must  allow  for  some  doubling-up  in  arriving  at  the  true  number  of  certified  1876  threes,  it  seems  that  no  more  than  25-30  pieces  are 
in  existence  today.  The  population  of  unimpeachable,  choice  to  gem  examples,  however,  is  much  subordinate  to  this  figure,  since  as  many  as 
a  dozen  have  been  thoughtlessly  cleaned  or  even  used  as  pocket  pieces. 

This  handsome  Proof  64  has  conspicuous  two-tone  qualities  between  the  fields  and  devices  and  there  is  a  nice  "halo"  effect  surrounding  the 
head  of  Liberty,  the  result  of  slight  granularity  in  the  fields  seen  on  most  1876  threes.  A  few  thin  hairlines  runs  along  the  surface  on  both  sides, 
but  these  are  mainly  there  to  keep  the  graders  employed  and  happy,  since  the  coin  is,  by  and  large,  close  to  Gem  quality.  These  few  hairlines 
being  the  extent  of  the  blemishes  which  prevent  a  full  gem  grade,  the  coin  represents  a  wonderful,  even  a  stunning  example  of  this  rarely 
offered,  key  date  three-dollar  issue.

Near  Perfect  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella 


1879.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65  Deep  Cameo  PQ.  Lovely  gold  toning  and  well  struck.  A  bright  gold  specimen  with  no  toning  or  reddish  copper 
spot.  The  deeper  highlights  on  the  design  devices  show  wonderful  frosty  motifs  while  the  mirror  fields  account  for  a  pleasing  cameo  appearance. 
This  is  noted  on  the  holder  as  "deep  cameo."  A  nicely  struck  coin  for  the  issue,  with  only  a  hint  of  weakness  in  Liberty's  hair  locks  above  her  ear. 
Faint  mint-caused  striations  are  seen  at  the  centers,  as  is  always  the  case  on  Stellas;  we  are  not  aware  of  very  many  exceptions  to  the  rule.  A  won¬ 
derful  look  of  originality  gives  an  added  aura  to  the  coin  since  there  are  no  blemishes  of  note.  All  in  all,  we  are  presented  here  with  a  true  gem 
Proof  65  example  of  a  rare  and  popular  issue,  a  coin  by  a  long  way  deserving  its  assigned  grade.  The  coins  one  from  a  mintage  of  700+  pieces  (the 
Guide  Book  lists  the  mintage  as  425),  made  for  distribution  to  congressmen  and  sale  to  collectors  (not  to  forget  private  profit  by  Mint  officials  or 
other  "insiders.")  While  the  mintage  of  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  seems  outsized  in  contrast  to  the  other  three  issues  of  the  design  type  (1879 
Coiled  Hair,  1880  Flowing  Hair,  and  1880  Coiled  Hair),  the  demand  for  Stellas  of  any  date  or  style  is  always  greater  than  the  marketable  supply, 
for  it  is  an  issue  that,  once  purchased,  tends  to  remain  in  a  collection  or  estate  for  years.  As  far  as  the  present  specimen  goes,  it  is  among  the  finest 
examples  of  the  date  reported.  We  could  go  on  and  on  with  its  other  admirable  virtues,  but  let's  cut  to  the  quick  by  stating  categorically  that  the 
present  piece  is  a  ready-made  pick  for  a  collection  of  "registry"  quality  coins.  An  exceptional  specimen  of  one  of  America's  most  esteemed  rari¬ 
ties!

1635,  Pollock-1832,  Rarity-6.  The  history  of  the  four  dollar  gold  piece,  or  "stella,"  is  ingrained  in  the  late  19th  century  desire  to  produce  U.S. 
coinage  that  would  be  acceptable  on  the  international  market.  The  dual  denomination  $5-25  francs  pattern  coinage  of  1868  (Judd-656  through 
659)  is  one  of  the  earliest  attempts  in  that  direction.  It  was  followed  by  Dana  Bickford's  1874  pattern  eagle  (Judd-1373  through  1378)  and, 
finally  in  the  metric  1879-1880  Stellas.  The  Flowing  Hair  Liberty  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  assistant  engraver  at  the  mint,  was  struck  in 
two  alloys  in  1879.  Twenty  five  coins  (Pollock- 1832)  were  produced  in  the  metric  alloy  of  85.71%  gold,  4.29%  silver,  and  10.0%  copper.  The 
Mint  delivered  these  pieces  to  Congress  as  part  of  three-piece  pattern  sets.  Increased  demand  for  representations  of  the  new  denomination 
resulted  in  the  production  of  a  further  400  coins  (Pollock-1833)  in  the  standard  alloy  of  90.0%  gold  and  10.0%  copper. 

This  piece  is  certainly  among  the  finest  ever  recorded,  as  seen  from  the  lack  of  heavy  die  striations  in  the  central  portion  of  the  obverse  that 
tend  to  weaken  this  area  of  most  known  1879  flowing  hairs.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  and  glassy  with  gorgeous  mint  frostiness  on  the 
devices,  which  gives  the  coin  a  noticeable  cameo  contrast.  The  usual  tiny  luster  grazes  that  accompany  many  Proofs  of  this  type  are  com¬ 
pletely  absent  here,  nor  are  there  any  errant  specks  of  grease  or  orange  copper  areas  —  thereby  setting  up  an  impression  of  first-class  preserva¬ 
tion  and  eye-appeal!  The  coin  is  housed  in  an  NGC  holder  with  its  protective,  non-tarnish  material  and  is  sure  to  be  a  hit  with  advanced 
bidders  to  the  sale.  Pop  9;  2  better  at  this  level.  (PCGS  #  8057) 

As  envisioned  by  Honorable  John  A.  Kasson,  United  States  minister  to  Austria  in  1879,  the  $4  gold  or  Stella,  was  named  for  the  star  that  dom¬ 
inates  the  reverse  design  (Latin:  stella^star).  Kasson  also  served  as  chair  of  the  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights,  and  Measures  earlier  in  his 
congressional  career.  He  was  a  steadfast  advocate  of  the  United  States  developing  a  coinage  that  would  be  valued  and  weighed  metrically,  as 
used  in  Europe,  and  would  thus  pass  at  a  par  with  such  well-used  world  gold  issues  as  the  Spanish  20  pesetas,  Austrian  eight  florins,  Italian 
20  lire,  Dutch  eight  florins,  and  the  French  20  francs.  The  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights,  and  Measures  took  up  Kasson's  proposal,  advanc¬ 
ing  the  suggestion  that  a  name  suitable  for  the  four-dollar  coin  would  be  one  stella'analogous  to  one  eagle,  both  the  star  and  the  eagle  being 
national  emblems  on  our  coins."

Kasson s  proposal  did  not  break  new  ground,  as  mentioned  above.  Foreign  exchange  rates  of  the  time  were  seldom  regular,  and  - 
denomination  such  as  Kasson's  proposed  $4  coinage  would  never  precisely  fit  the  exchange  rates  of  the  day  nor  match  the  coins  of  Europe  it 
sought  to  compete  with  —  it  would  still  require  some  agency  to  make  exchange  computations  and  give  change  using  other  smaller  denomina¬ 
tions.  Despite  this,  Kasson's  $4  denomination  was  greeted  with  congressional  interest.  Both  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan  were 
responsible  for  designs  of  the  $4  gold  piece.  Those  designed  by  Barber  bore  a  portrait  of  Liberty  with  hair  loose  and  flowing,  today  called  the 

Flowing  Hair"  type,  as  offered  here,  while  Morgan’s  design  showed  a  more  austere  Liberty,  hair  tightly  coiled  and  coiffed,  the  "Coiled  Hair" 
type.

It  should  be  understood  that  the  color  of  the  Dahlonega 
gold  coins  was  more  a  function  of  the  minting  methodol¬ 
ogy  employed  at  the  facility,  than  of  the  raw  material  from 
which  they  were  produced.  In  fact,  the  Dahlonega  Mint 
produced  gold  coins  from  a  variety  of  gold  sources:  natu¬ 
rally-occurring  gold  (from  Georgia,  as  well  as  other  states), 
foreign  gold  coins,  gold  bullion,  scrap  gold,  etc.  The  Dahlo¬ 
nega  Mint  even  produced  coins  from  gold  that  was  brought 
in  from  great  distances.  For  example,  the  this  facility  actu¬ 
ally  coined  a  great  deal  of  California  gold  from  1851-1854, 
which  was  brought  back  by  local  miners  returning  from  the 
California  gold  fields.  Thus,  there  is  no  foolproof  way  to 
know  whether  or  not  a  particular  Dahlonega  gold  coin  was 
produced  from  locally  mined  metal. 

There  is  historical  evidence,  as  well  as  modern  scientific 
evidence,  that  the  gold  coins  produced  at  Dahlonega  had  a

The  election  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the  presidency  in 
November  of  1860  set  off  a  chain  reaction  among  the  south¬ 
ern  states.  Beginning  the  following  month  with  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  after  Lincoln's  administration  promised  to  drastically 
increases  the  tariff  on  Southern  goods,  each  southern  state 
seceded  from  the  union,  declaring  its  independence.  North 
Carolina  did  not  officially  secede  until  May  20,  1861, 
though  it  was  evident  to  most  that  its  destiny  lay  with  the 
South. 

For  a  time  operations  continued  at  the  Charlotte  Mint.  The 
dies  for  1861  's  coinage  were  shipped  from  Philadelphia  on 
December  13,  and  Superintendent  Caldwell  continued  to 
submit  his  monthly  reports.  However,  the  end  was  near, 
and  once  the  war  broke  out  in  April  1861,  many  of  this 
mint's  gold  coins  were  rounded  up  by  hoarders  and 
melted.

The  town  of  Dahlonega,  where  this  $5  gold  piece  was  born,  is  the  seat  of  Lumpkin  County.  It  lies  in  north-central  Georgia,  not  far  from  the 
modern  metropolis  of  Atlanta.  In  the  beginning  in  the  early  1830s  when  the  mint  was  established,  however,  there  was  no  city  of  Atlanta  at  all, 
and  there  was  just  barely  what  could  be  described  as  a  town  at  Dahlonega.  What  prompted  the  building  of  a  branch  of  the  United  States  Mint 
in  this  sleepy  hamlet  was  the  discovery  of  gold  -  vast  amounts  of  gold  -  in  northeastern  Georgia  in  1828.  The  yellow  metal  had  been  found  in 
large  deposits  in  parts  of  North  Carolina  some  years  earlier,  and  these  two  events  led  to  America's  first  gold  rush  during  the  1820s  and  early 
30s.  In  addition  to  furnishing  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  gold  to  the  young  nation,  this  development  also  resulted  in  the  expulsion  of  the 
native  Cherokee  people  from  their  ancestral  lands  by  eager  treasure  seekers.

Attractive  warm  golden  red  iri¬ 
descence  graces  the  obverse;  the  reverse  shows  lively  warm 
golden  red  toning  as  well.  Nicely  struck.  This  handsome 
1893-CC  is  one  of  60,000  examples  of  the  date  struck  during 
the  final  year  of  coinage  operations  in  Carson  City.  A 
prized  rarity  in  Mint  State.  Several  dozen  1893-CC  half 
eagles  are  believed  to  exist  in  Mint  State,  but  with  relatively 
few  exceptions  these  are  clustered  around  the  MS-60  and 
MS-61  categories,  and  cluttered  around  with  bagmarks, 
with  some  probably  more  properly  being  About  Uncircu¬ 
lated  58.  The  currently  offered  MS-64  coin  is  very  impor¬ 
tant.

In  1893  Augustus  G.  Heaton  commented  in  his  Mint  Marks 
treatise  that  alert  collectors  would  be  well  advised  to  pur¬ 
chased  current  Carson  City  coins,  such  being  readily  avail¬ 
able  at  face  value.  Apparently,  few  if  any  individuals 
heeded  his  advice.  So  far  as  we  know,  not  more  than  two  or 
three  numismatists  took  notice  of  these  coins  during  the 
year  of  issue.  At  the  time,  a  change  in  the  administration  in 
Washington,  D.C.  brought  into  power  President  Grover 
Cleveland,  who,  as  an  economy  move,  shut  down  the  Car- 
son  Mint  as  superfluous  when  there  was  a  more  productive 
facility  only  a  couple  of  hundred  miles  away  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.

similar  to  the  1908  but  slightly  lighter  in  color.  Traces  of  knife-rim  at  top  obverse,  bottom  reverse;  Breen  6806. 

The  only  one  ever  reported  at  the  time  it  was  offered  in  DiBello,  since  then  a  second  example  has  surfaced  and  sold  in  Bowers’September  1995 
sale,  PCGS  Proof  64.  Curiously,  this  DiBello  sale  record  was  mentioned  in  a  well-known  book  on  Half  Eagles,  but  without  mention  of  the 
coin's  being  matte  rather  than  the  regular  "Roman"  finish.  We  sold  a  similar  matte  Proof  1909  quarter  eagle  in  1975  ANA:1459;  the  corre¬ 
sponding  eagle  and  double  eagle  have  not  turned  up.  In  the  DiBello  sale,  Stack's  cataloger  commented  about  this  Half  Eagle:  "This  is  the  first 
example  of  this  date  in  the  dull  matte  Proof  finish  we  have  encountered  or  could  find  record  of."  In  both  its  auction  appearances,  the  cataloger 
described  this  coin  as  unique.  We  find  no  reason  to  disagree.

to  1915  period  were  all  struck  in  sandblast  finish,  sometimes  called  "matte"  by  catalogers  and  the  coin  press.  The  Mint  in  Philadelphia  was 
experimenting  with  different  types  of  finish  for  Proof  coins  of  the  various  denominations,  including  cents  and  nickels.  In  his  Encyclopedia  of 
United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  Walter  Breen  discussed  numerous  types  of  finish  for  the  various  Proof  gold  coins.  Among  these  are 
the  Light  Matte,  Dark  Matte,  and  Roman  Gold  styles.  The  Roman  Gold  finish  has  a  satiny  and  lustrous  appearance.  Concerning  the  1911  date 
in  particular,  Breen's  description  of  the  finish  was:  "Matte  finish,  dull  and  darker  than  uncirculated.,  nearest  to  1908  but  differing  minutely  in 
texture  of  grain."  Mintage  for  the  1911  half  eagle  in  Proof  was  limited  to  139  coins.  This  is  less  than  the  number  of  1911  quarter  eagles,  but 
more  than  the  mintage  of  similarly  dated  eagles  and  double  eagles. 

This  example  is  extraordinary  in  all  aspects:  sharply  struck,  as  are  nearly  all  matte  Proof  gold  issues.  The  surfaces  have  a  grainy  appearance 
with  thousands  (millions?)  of  tiny  bright  gold  facets  when  examined  under  magnification.  Pristine  and  "as  struck,"  the  surfaces  are  devoid  of 
any  scuffs  or  shiny  imperfections  in  the  finish  (The  lines  from  the  plastic  NGC  holder  show  up  in  the  photograph  as  squiggly  wigglies  that  are 
not,  repeat,  are  not,  on  the  coin  itself.)  We  are  expecting  considerable  activity  on  it,  with  a  stronger  market  than  during  either  of  the  two  pre¬ 
vious  years.

A  date  and  type  alwasys  in 
demand.  Well  struck  for  this  issue  yielding  only  a  thin  hairline  through  the  back  curls  below  the  cap.  There  is  a  lovely  interplay  between  orange- 
gold  and  reddish  colors  that  give  this  the  eye  appeal  of  an  even  higher  grade. 

The  mintages  were  small  in  the  1790s  because  little  demand  existed  domestically  for  $10  eagles.  The  first  United  States  Mint  struck  coins  to 
order,  for  the  most  part.  Bankers  and  others  deposited  silver  and  gold  with  the  Mint,  which  the  Mint's  workers  turned  into  coinage  and  then 
delivered  to  the  owners  of  the  precious  metals. 

Those  depositing  gold  with  the  Mint  in  those  first  years  has  a  preference  for  the  more  convenient  $5  half  eagles  to  the  $10  eagles,  ordering  more 
of  the  smaller  denomination  than  the  larger.  As  best  as  we  can  understand,  the  eagle  was  too  large  for  small  transactions  but  too  small  for  conve¬ 
nient  transportation  or  storage  of  large  sums.  Many  1795-1804  eagles  were  exported. 

Striking  gold  eagles  that  were  only  going  to  be  exported  or  melted  was  wasteful  of  the  Mint's  production  capacity.  Production  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion  ceased  in  1804,  possibly  under  the  orders  of  President  Jefferson.  The  halt  in  production  for  the  gold  eagle  proved  more  than  momentary.  It 
wouldn't  be  struck  for  circulation  again  until  1838,  at  the  second  Philadelphia  Mint  (PCGS  #  8551)

The  1798,  8  over  7  with  the  7 
x  6  star  arrangement  is  the  second  rarest  eagle  in  the  entire  series,  second  only  to  the  1795  9  Leaves  variety.  A  total  of  842  pieces  were  struck 
before  the  dies  broke,  and  the  most  recent  estimate  of  the  number  of  survivors  is  a  slim  15  coins  (per  Anthony  Taraszka).  This  is  the  #2  coin  on 
Taraszka's  roster  of  Significant  Specimens,  and  significant  it  is  in  this  outstanding  About  Uncirculated  grade!  (PCGS  #  8560) 

Minor  change  came  with  the  eagles  of  1798.  The  expansion  of  the  Union  was  at  such  a  pace  as  to  threaten  to  overwhelm  coinage  designs  in  the 
future  if  a  star  was  added  to  the  design  for  each  new  state.  This  led  the  Mint  director  to  order  a  standardization  of  stars  to  13  (for  the  original 
Colonies),  beginning  in  1798  on  the  eagle. 

Two  arrangements  of  stars  are  found  in  1798,  the  commoner  die  with  nine  left  and  four  right,  and  this  rarer  variety  with  seven  and  six.  All  of 
the  1798  eagles  are  actually  overdates:  1798/7,  with  the  8  punched  into  the  die  over  a  7.  No  perfect  date  1798  capped  bust  Eagles  are  known. 

The  total  mintage  of  842  1798/7  capped  bust  eagles  makes  this  the  rarest  of  the  capped  bust  eagles  by  mintage.  Both  obverse  dies  broke  early, 
likely  accounting  for  the  cessation  of  production  after  so  few  were  made,  according  to  Breen.  He  estimated  that  fewer  than  50  pieces  survive 
from  the  two  obverse  dies.  Pop  4;  8  in  55,  4  in  58,  2  in  61.

While  all  of  the  obverse  dies  bear  13  stars 
arranged  eight  and  five,  two  different  star  punch  sizes  were 
used;  the  resulting  varieties  are  called  Small  Stars  and 
Large  Stars.  The  numerals  in  the  date  are  spaced  variously: 
Some  coins  have  a  Close  Date,  some  a  Wide  Date,  and  oth¬ 
ers  an  Irregular  Date.  Ten  die  varieties  are  known  for  1799, 
representing  the  combinations  of  five  obverse  dies  and 
seven  reverse  dies.

It  was  not  all  fun  and  games  during  the  gold  rush  years  in  San 
Francisco.  The  years  1854  and  1855  were  tumultuous  at  best.  No 
one  had  time  for  city  business  because  of  the  rush  to  the  gold 
fields.  Politics  and  the  government  of  the  city  and  State  were 
neglected  by  the  residents,  and  naturally  the  offices  and  finan¬ 
cial  rewards  fell  to  the  criminal  elements  who  came  west.  Some 
of  the  worst  characters  driven  from  New  York's  Bowery  and 
from  Botany  Bay,  Australia,  held  office  and  reveled  in  corrup¬ 
tion  and  graft.  As  is  true  today,  some  of  the  functions  of  the 
bankers  in  1854  San  Francisco  were  the  safeguarding  the  depos¬ 
its  of  miner,  merchant  and  gambler,  shipping  of  gold  coins  to 
the  East  or  selling  "exchange"  on  the  eastern  cities  or  the  home¬ 
lands  of  the  '49ers. 

The  banks,  not  all  of  them  run  by  paragons  of  virtue,  congre¬ 
gated  in  the  center  of  the  booming  town,  around  Portsmouth 
square  and  Montgomery  street,  and  the  financial  center  of  the 
city  still  remains  in  that  vicinity. 

The  first  panic  hit  the  city  in  1855,  the  year  following  this  1854-S 
eagle's  issue,  when  one  of  the  express  companies,  which  had 
engaged  in  banking,  suspended.  Angry  miners  stormed  the 
closed  banks.  A  story  is  told  that  one  of  the  banks  informed  its 
customers  most  of  their  money  was  incorporated  into  building 
the  bank's  structure.  The  depositors  were  cheerfully  told  they 
might  help  themselves  to  the  bricks!

Nobody  had  the  means  to  collect  gold  coins  in  1877.  By  this, 
the  third  year  of  a  Great  Depression,  roughly  3  million  peo¬ 
ple  were  unemployed  —  an  astonishing  27  percent  of  the 
working  population.  Those  who  were  able  to  keep  a  job 
worked  six  months  a  year  and  their  wages  were  cut  by 
about  45  percent,  which  calculates  to  be  roughly  1  dollar  a 
day.  In  light  of  profitless  conditions,  the  Pennsylvania  rail¬ 
road  began  slashing  wages,  first  10  percent  at  the  start  of 
the  year,  then  another  10  percent  in  June  1877.  The  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  railroad  laid  off  workers,  cut  wages,  and  then 
announced  they  would  increase  their  eastbound  trains  to 
Pittsburgh  without  hiring  more  crew.  Furious  workers  took 
control  of  the  switches  and  blocked  the  trains,  igniting  the 
spark  to  a  violet  series  of  strikes  that  spread  throughout  the 
eastern  half  of  the  country.

In  1858  the  recently  cobbled-together  Republican  Party 
named  Lincoln  its  candidate  for  the  U.S.  Senate  seat  then 
held  by  Stephen  Douglas,  author  of  the  doctrine  of  popular 
sovereignty.  The  debates  Lincoln  and  Douglas  held  that  fall 
would  receive  national  attention,  and  turn  Lincoln  into  a 
serious  contender  for  the  Republican  Party's  1860  presiden¬ 
tial  bid. 

In  a  speech  delivered  on  June  17,  1858,  at  the  close  of  the 
Republican  State  Convention,  Lincoln  caught  the  mood  of 
many  in  the  North  who  were  increasingly  concerned  about 
the  morality  of  slavery  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  need  to 
keep  freed  slaves  from  competing  with  immigrant  jobs  and 
so  lowering  wages  in  the  big  northern  cities  (Northerners 
were,  in  many  instances,  more  bigoted  and  fearful  of  the 
end  of  slavery  than  the  populace  of  the  South.)  Though  the 
"house  divided"  phrase  had  been  used  frequently  before  as 
political  pabulum  for  the  masses,  it  was  this  speech  of  Lin¬ 
coln's  fiery  oratory  that  gave  currency  and  familiarity  to  the 
phrase  and  the  idea.

Mint  employees  could  see  how  the  process  worked  and  appreciated  the  multi-faceted  sandblast  finish 
imparted  to  the  coins,  but  that  appreciation  never  translated  to  the  collecting  public.  The  Mint  did  attempt  to  placate  collectors  for  two  years, 
in  1909  and  1910,  by  striking  the  brighter  "Roman  Finish"  proofs,  but  officials  abandoned  that  experiment  in  1911  and  returned  to  the  Proofing 
process  they  previously  used  for  1908.  The  sandblast  process  continued  through  1915,  but  diminishing  mintages  told  the  story:  the  public 
uninterested  in  something  new  that  they  didn't  want.  Mirror  Proofs,  due  to  the  newfangled  way  the  Saint-Gaudens  pieces  were  designed, 
weren't  an  option.  Yet  today,  these  lovely  sandblast  (or  Matte)  proof  coins  are  an  acclaimed  by  most  wealthier  buyers.  Beginning  collectors, 
who  cannot  afford  a  1908  Matte  Proof  anyway,  rarely  appreciate  them.  But  look  at  the  photographs  (if  you  aren't  able  to  see  the  coin  in  per¬ 
son)  and  study  its  fine  detail  and  the  absolute  perfection  of  the  fields  and  devices.

The  unique,  controversial  "Rays  from  central  star"  variety,  ex  Peltzer,  McAllister  speci¬ 
men.  Our  records  indicate  that  the  last  time  this  $50  slug  was  offered  was  in  Mssrs.Glendining  &  Co.,  Limited's  sale  of  the  Peltzer  Collection  of 
American  Coins,  June  20, 1927,  Lot  50,  where  it  realized  125  English  pounds  (or  approximately  $600).  Described  in  that  sale  as  "a  brilliant  proof  in 
mint  state,  of  the  highest  rarity"  the  seeming  contradiction  in  terms  is  typical  of  grade  descriptions  from  the  early  auctions  of  the  20th  century. 

The  obverse  is  in  the  Augustus  Humbert  style,  octagonal  format,  with  50  D  G  hand  stamped  into  the  planchet.  A  lettered  edge.  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA,  eagle,  with  880  THOUS  above.  On  the  edge  is  inscribed  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALI¬ 
FORNIA  1851.  The  records  from  the  Humbert  and  Assay  Office  are  silent  on  this  piece;  conversations  with  Dr.  Donald  Kagin  also  confirm  that 
there  is  no  written  material  known  about  it.  No  one  can  say  whether  it  was  a  pattern  issue  made  at  the  behest  of  Humbert,  or  a  test  piece,  but  in 
the  hundred  and  fifty-plus  years  since  it  was  struck,  no  other  example  with  the  "rays  from  central  star"  reverse  has  even  been  rumored! 

The  coin  has  the  standard  lettered  edge  seen  on  this  series  of  $50  ingots  with  AUGUSTUS  /  HUMBERT  /  UNITED  /  STATES  /  ASSAYER  /  OF 
GOLD  /  CALIFORNIA  /  1851  made  by  hand-stamping  each  complete  word  into  one  segment  of  edge. 


For  many  years,  this  coin  was  listed  and  photographed  in  the  Guide  Book  and  was  removed  from  the  2006  Edition. 


Now  to  the  difficult  part:  in  discussions  with  the  two  grading  services,  NGC  and  PCGS,  this  coin,  definitely  a  genuine  880  THOUS  $50  Humbert 
slug,  was  considered  to  be  altered,  with  the  obverse  tooled  in  the  fields  to  smooth  them.  As  for  the  reverse,  opinion  varies  but  seems  to  be  that  it 
is  entirely  "chased"  or  reengraved  at  a  time  and  by  persons  unknown.  Since  the  last  catalog  sale  of  this  piece  in  1927  has  a  photograph  that  shows 
the  coin  as  it  looks  today,  the  work  presumably  was  done  before  that  year.  Sometime  between  1851  and  1927,  therefore,  a  genuine  example  of  the 
very  rare  lettered  edge,  880  THOUS.  $50  was  reworked.  Whether  it  was  done  on  one  of  the  plain  engine-turned  reverses  or  a  reverse  with  a  cen¬ 
tral  "50"  cannot  be  known.  But  the  new  design,  with  a  six  pointed  star  with  rays  and  rippled  "engine  turned"  effect  is  bright  and  new  appearing. 
This  seems  to  point  to  someone  with  talent  as  an  engraver  who  had  a  hand  in  the  work,  or  someone  with  access  to  an  engine- turning  lathe  of  the 
type  Humbert's  Assay  Office  might  have  used  to  make  the  original  engine-turned  dies. 


Original  models  of  the  $50  ingot  obverses  were  made  by  the  illustrious  sculptor  and  medallist  Charles  Cushing  Wright  under  subcontract  from 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Humbert,  who  had  been  a  watchmaker  in  New  York,  created  the  engine-turned  reverses  on  the  regular  slugs,  but  whether 
it  was  Humbert  himself,  or  someone  who  followed  him  later  that  made  this  reverse  is  impossible  to  tell.  We  are  mentioning  this  so  that  bidders 
will  understand  the  unique  nature  of  this  intriguing  piece.  For  years  it  has  been  listed  in  Dr.  Donald  Kagin's  reference  book  on  Territorial  Gold 
coins.  But  Dr.  Kagin,  since  he  saw  this  coin  several  years  ago,  has  decided  to  withdraw  the  listing  from  the  next  edition  of  his  book.  In  a  tele¬ 
phone  discussion  with  us  in  December  2005,  he  said  he  was  not  convinced  that  the  star  with  rays  reverse  was  a  product  made  by  Humbert  him¬ 
self  or  the  Assay  Office.  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  as  well  as  the  Walter  Breen  encyclopedia  of  United  States  coins  simply  lists  this 
as  "rays  from  central  stars"  but  in  cryptic  references  to  the  1927  sale  or  simply  as  Unique.  We  are  offering  it  AS  IS  to  bidders  in  the  hope  that 
further  research  will  be  undertaken.  At  the  very  least,  it  is  a  beautifully  reengraved  reverse  on  a  genuine  and  rare  $50  1851  lettered  edge  ingot  or 
"slug"  of  the  880  THOUS.  Type.  At  the  very  most,  this  is  a  genuine  product  of  Hubbert  with  a  unique  reverse. 

Our  personal  conclusion  is  this:  The  weight  is  correct  (84.1  gr.)  the  edge  lettering  is  correct  and  the  obverse  die  is  the  same  as  used  on  the  normal 
880  THOUS  issues.  The  "chasing"  in  the  fields  is  something  medalists  did  during  the  period  and  is  commonly  seen  on  European  and  American 
medals.  In  fact,  we  have  handled  pocket  watches  of  the  period  with  a  very  similar  engine  turned  design  that  has  the  same  look' .  The  reverse 
could  not  be  "lasered"  (one  expert  claimed)  as  this  process  was  unknown  until  recently.  In  addition,  the  reverse  could  not  have  been  planed  and 
reworked  since  the  weight  would  differ.  We  know  this  coin  was  made  prior  to  1927  and  inspite  of  the  polishing,  we  believe  this  to  be  a  product 
of  the  period,  struck  in  the  year  1851. 


The  coin  will  certainly  make  a  conversation  piece  among  collectors  and  non-collectors  alike.  Certainly  worthy 
this  is  exactly  what  makes  numismatic  study  such  an  exciting  endeavor.

and  historically  noteworthy  territorial  issue,  this  gold  $10  Miners  Bank  piece  is  the  more  commonly  seen  variety  struck  on  a  orange-gold 
planchet  with  high  copper  content  accounting  for  the  warm  color.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean,  fresh,  and  lustrous  for  this  grand-look¬ 
ing  rarity,  with  the  eagle  well  defined  in  the  center,  and  no  sign  of  the  sometimes-seen  weakness  on  the  wing  tips.  There  are  adequate 
amounts  of  mint  frostiness  remaining  around  the  devices.  This  luster  also  extends  well  into  the  fields.  A  very  pleasing  coin  overall  and  sure  to 
be  of  high  interest  to  advanced  territorial  collectors  who  can  afford  a  major  purchase  like  this.  Pop  4;  6  finer. 

Two  different  issues  were  produced,  and  they  are  distinctive  for  either  brilliant  orange-gold  color  or  attractive  green-gold  color.  It  is  believed 
that  the  orange  colored  pieces  (Kagin  1)  were  die  trials  produced  in  the  east,  while  the  green-colored  pieces  (Kagin  2)  were  struck  in  native 
California  gold.  Donald  Kagin  suggested  that  the  Kagin-1  coins  were  struck  with  a  collar,  after  which  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  trans¬ 
ported  to  California,  where  the  Kagin-2  coins  were  struck  without  a  collar.  These  latter  coins  had  the  characteristic  of  weak  lettering  in  CALI¬ 
FORNIA,  being  struck  on  a  constricted  planchet. 

Because  official  assays  at  the  time  rated  these  coins  at  866  Fine  (some  even  with  copper  alloy),  valued  at  about  $9.65,  they  became  unpopular; 
brokers  valued  them  at  $8  apiece  (San  Francisco  Daily  Alta  California,  April  11, 1850,  p.  2).  This  accounts  for  their  short  existence  and  hence, 
great  rarity.

1  to  1849  Oregon  Exchange  Co  (Oregon)  $10  Gold  "Beaver".  Kagin  2;  Breen  7938.  PCGS  graded  EF-45.  Edge  cut  on  the  reverse  at  4:00.  Mintage  of 
2,850.  Rarity-6  with  13  to  16  known  per  Breen.  Production  of  gold  coins  by  the  Oregon  Exchange  Company  consists  of  two  denominations, 
both  dated  1849:  $5  and  (the  far  rarer)  $10.  Engraved  by  Victor  M.  Wallace,  the  dies  for  the  $10  omitted  the  errors  of  their  $5  cousin  by  chang¬ 
ing  T.  O.  to  O.  T  (for  Oregon  Territory)  and  correcting  John  Campbell's  initial  from  G  to  C  at  the  upper  obverse  border  (But  the  initials  for 
Abernathy  and  Wilson  were  removed  because,  despite  their  being  co-founders  of  the  Oregon  Exchange  Company,  they  did  not  provide  any 
of  the  money  required  to  purchase  the  coinage  equipment,  according  to  accounts  of  the  period. 

Operations  at  the  company  ceased  on  September  1,  1849  after  only  a  few  short  months.  These  key  pieces,  as  well  as  the  more  often  seen  $5 
issue,  were  made  from  "native"  gold  as  deposited  from  the  various  gold  mining  districts  in  California.  As  a  result,  the  coins  were  given  a  pre¬ 
mium  of  up  to  10  percent  more  than  Federal  issues  of  the  same  denominations.  These  circulated  widely  in  the  region  from  Canada  to  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Nevada  district  and  their  high  intrinsic  value  may  have  led  to  extensive  melting. 

Only  about  a  dozen  or  so  Oregon  Exchange  Company  Ten  Dollar  gold  coins  are  know,  and  this  is  the  first  example  to  appear  in  one  of  our 
auctions  in  awhile.  The  surfaces  display  localized  abrasions,  but  the  overall  appearance  is  quite  a  bit  smoother  than  one  would  expect  for  gold 
coin  that  saw  25  points  of  wear  (assuming  a  new  one  would  have  graded  MS70,  which  is  problematic).  Struck  from  the  native  silver  alloyed 
gold,  and  as  a  result  the  surfaces  have  a  greenish-yellow  shade.  The  imprint  that  was  left  by  the  Oregon  $10  dies  lacks  a  certain  clarity,  but  it 
is  normal  for  this  date,  and  unevenness  is  seen  on  the  few  known  survivors.  Although  the  beaver’s  fur  is  only  partially  evident,  all  the  devices 
and  lettering  are  readable.  This  coin's  great  rarity  dispels  any  suggestion  that  collectors  will  approach  the  coin  casually;  it  is  one  of  the  finer 
specimens  known,  made  even  rarer  because  there  are  a  half  dozen  impounded  in  museums!  Pop  2;  2  in  AU-55.  Only  6  graded  by  PCGS.

earnest  in  1849,  enough  gold  dust  had  found  its  way  into  the  Mormon  treasury  to  begin  private  gold  minting.  On  November  25th  of  1849, 
Brigham  Young,  John  Kay,  and  John  Taylor  formed  a  consortium  to  design  the  symbols  used  on  these  intriguing  gold  pieces.  Although  no 
records  seem  to  survive,  we  know  today  approximately  how  many  were  struck.  Breen  estimates  the  total  to  be  around  5,300  coins.  This  is  the 
first  of  the  three  $5  issues  produced  by  the  Deseret  Assay  Office,  the  others  being  in  1850  and  1860  (beehive  coinage).  Of  course,  it  is  a  rare 
coin  in  all  grades,  with  sufficiently  few  at  the  About  Uncirculated  level  to  excite  just  about  every  collector  of  Territorial  gold  who  contem¬ 
plates  owning  a  Mormon  five.  The  surfaces  are  bright  gold  in  color  with  a  hint  of  olive  and  are  minutely  granular,  but  not  at  all  atypical  for 
the  Type.  It  is  no  secret  either,  since  the  photos  reveal  all,  that  the  two  clasped  hands  are  fully  struck, ,  which  is  another  reason  why  territorial 
collectors  will  fall  in  love  with  it.

Imagine  the  advances  in  technology  which  had  to  be  overcome  before  these  massive  2-1  /2  ounce  gold  pieces  could  be  minted.  The  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint's  fourteen-ton  medal  press  was  shipped  by  train  and  set  up  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  for  the  striking  ceremonies  for  the  Panama- 
Pacific  $50  gold  pieces.  It  is  claimed  this  press  could  strike  a  coin  with  a  pressure  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By  comparison,  Morgan  Silver 
Dollars  required  no  more  than  150  tons  of  force.  This  medal  press  struck  1,500  of  each  $50  gold  piece,  for  a  total  3,000  coins  or  nearly  7,500 
ounces  (value  today  at  $380  an  ounce  =  $2,775,000).  Unfortunately,  there  were  few  takers  at  the  $100-per-coin  asking  price  and  so  only  645 
Octagonal  and  483  Round  'fifties  were  sold.  The  overage  was  melted.

This  handsome  Eliasberg  specimen  is  a  nearly  flawless  proof  striking.  The  fields  are  deeply  reflective,  and  shine  brightly  through  the  multiple 
layers  of  toning.  The  only  variation  in  the  fields  is  an  unfinished  area  in  the  obverse  die  just  above  Liberty's  cap.  The  surfaces  are  beautifully 
toned,  each  side  being  well  balanced  in  color  and  brightness.  Magnification  shows  tiny  specks  of  rose,  lilac,  blue,  and  golden  iridescence.  The 
striking  details  are  absolutely  complete  in  all  areas,  which  is  an  attribute  that  is  not  always  a  given  on  proofs  from  this  era.  There  are  no  hair¬ 
lines  or  distracting  contact  marks  on  either  side  of  this  magnificent  coin.  In  fact,  as  far  as  pedigree  identifiers,  the  most  obvious  link  to  the 
photo  in  the  Eliasberg  catalog  is  a  small  speck  of  darker  color  in  the  left  obverse  field.

Collectors  of  half  dollars  can  be  grateful  that  the  Mint  had  no 
suitable  press  for  silver  dollars,  for  in  the  absence  of  dollar  coin¬ 
age  from  October  1794  through  May  1795,  deliveries  of  half  dol¬ 
lars  were  frequent  and  massive.  Depositors  of  silver  bullion 
could  not  obtain  silver  dollars.  Thus,  they  were  given  speci¬ 
mens  of  the  largest  silver  denomination  available,  half  dollars. 
Once  silver  dollar  production  resumed  with  vigor  in  May  1795, 
half  dollar  deliveries  diminished.  The  last  half  dollar  delivery  of 
the  year  was  on  June  5,  1795,  after  which  no  half  dollars  were 
delivered  until  1797  (in  which  year  1796  and  1797dated  halves 
were  paid  out).

Those  who  might  be  new  to  coin  collecting  may  never  have 
heard  about  "adjustment  marks."  Prior  to  the  1850s,  mint 
workers  weighed  each  and  every  gold  or  silver  planchet 
before  sending  it  fo  the  coiner  for  striking.  This  was  done  to 
assure  that  the  weight  standard  was  honestly  maintained. 
It  was  also  an  economy  measure.  Gold,  in  particular,  is 
valuable;  it  would  have  been  nonsensical  to  issue  over¬ 
weight  coinage.  Therefore,  the  mints  hired  "adjusters"  (usu¬ 
ally  women)  who  weighed  each  planchet.  Any  that  they 
found  overweight  were  filed  down  with  a  steel  file.  One  or 
two  flicks  of  the  wrist  were  probably  all  that  was  needed, 
either  near  the  rim  or  across  the  center  of  the  planchet.  The 
resulting  parallel  "adjustment  marks"  remained  visible  in 
many  cases,  even  after  the  coin  was  struck.

lll2>  1921.  NGC  graded  Matte  Proof  65.  Pop  2;  None  higher;  only  3  graded  by  NGC;  1  in  62;  2  in  65.  Never  had  a  circulating  U.S.  coin  been  designed 
for  peace  when  a  proposal  was  made  shortly  after  the  Treaty  of  Versailles,  which  formally  ended  World  War  I,  by  Farran  Zerbe  at  the  ANA  Con¬ 
vention  in  Chicago  of  1920.  Zerbe  proposed  a  peace  commemorative  for  a  new  half  dollar,  or  should  silver  dollar  coinage  be  resumed  a  new  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  instead.  The  ANA's  enthusiasm  was  such  that  a  committee  was  formed  to  submit  a  bill  to  Congress.  On  May  9,  1921  Morgan  Dollar 
coinage  resumed,  on  that  same  day  a  bill  was  submitted  proposing  a  new  "Peace"  design.  The  bill  languished  while  Congress  adjourned  because 
of  a  single  objection  and  ensuing  debate.  Later,  it  was  discovered  that  approval  of  the  Peace  dollar  did  not  need  Congressional  blessing,  as  the 
Morgan  design  had  been  current  well  over  its  statutory  25  year  tenure.  Thus,  the  Federal  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  announced  a  design  competi¬ 
tion  on  November  23,  1921  and  invited  eight  of  the  nations  leading  sculptors  to  submit  models.  The  winner  was  Anthony  de  Francisci,  who  sub¬ 
mitted  a  lovely  rendering  of  his  wife  as  Ms.  Liberty  wearing  a  radiant  crown  similar  to  several  Roman  coins,  and  the  reverse  with  an  eagle 
breaking  a  sword,  for  disarmament  (Isaiah  2:4).  The  design  was  publicized  on  December  19,  1921,  the  same  day  Congress  approved  his  models, 
only  to  meet  with  howls  of  raging  protest  from  officials.  Somehow,  the  powers  that  be  insisted  the  breaking  of  the  sword  implied  defeat,  not 
peace  or  victory!  Due  to  these  objections.  Mint  Engraver  George  Morgan  altered  Francisci's  reverse  design,  remodeled  the  eagle,  minus  the 
sword  and  arrows  but  with  the  olive  branch  of  peace,  placed  the  eagle  on  a  mountain  peak  inscribed  PEACE.  Flastily  approved,  Morgan's 
changed  were  even  more  hastily  rendered  into  working  hubs  and  dies  in  high  relief,  and  1,006,473  were  struck  December  26  to  31, 1921.  A  mes¬ 
senger  delivered  one  to  President  Flarding  on  January  3,  others  the  same  day  to  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  and  Director  of  the  Mint.  These  coins 
were  probably  the  matte  or  satin  finish  Proofs. 

It  is  likely  that  the  approval  for  coinage  was  based  on  these  lovely  Proof  issues,  and  not  from  production  coinage.  Soon  the  Mint  found  that  the 
high  relief  coins  of  1921  were  causing  unexpected  die  breakage  and  were  weak  at  the  centers,  as  the  Mint  turned  down  the  striking  pressure  to 
extend  die  life.  Morgan,  who  was  upset  that  his  design  had  been  superseded,  lowered  the  relief  on  the  electroplate  model  by  pounding  it  down 
with  a  board  and  hammer!  Thus,  the  high  relief  coins  were  once  again  (like  the  1907  double  eagles)  greatly  reduced  in  relief,  allowing  dies  to  last 
longer,  and  striking  pressure  to  be  greatly  reduced.  The  sad  result  is  the  uninspiring  low  relief  coins  which  are  greatly  diminished  from  the  orig¬ 
inal  concept  designs  of  the  artist.  These  Proof  pieces  stand  as  the  only  remnants  of  the  glorious  de  Francisci  design.  All  are  extremely  rare  and 
desirable,  and  all  collectors  would  do  themselves  a  favor  to  study  each  of  these  coins  to  view  these  historic  rarities  offered  individually. 

The  example  offered  here  boasts  exceptional  surfaces  throughout.  The  fine  sandblasting  effect  used  gives  the  coin  an  even  silvery  gray  color, 
with  the  periphery  showing  slight  toning  at  the  extreme  edge.  Sharply  impressed  by  the  dies,  with  incredible  device  detail  over  Liberty's  ear  and 
on  the  reverse  eagle  high  points  never  seen  on  the  production-run  1921  high  reliefs.  Breen  notes  that  6-8  are  known;  of  these,  one  is  located  at  the 
Smithsonian,  another  impounded  at  the  ANS,  making  very  few  available  for  collectors.  We're  not  sure  if  this  is  the  Col.  Green  coin,  Lester  Mer- 
kin,  6/71  or  the  former  Kagin  example.  Naturally,  this  coin  carries  its  own  credentials.  NGC  notes  this  coin  alone  in  its  grade  category,  with 
another  graded  Proof  62  below.

This  commemorative  half  dollar  memorializes  the  75th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  a  key  turning  point  in  the  Civil 
War.  The  coin’s  creator,  Frank  Vittor,  conceived  a  dual  design 
for  both  obverse  and  reverse:  the  obverse  portrays  conjoined 
busts  of  Union  and  Confederate  soldiers,  while  there  is  similar 
duality  in  the  Union  and  Confederate  shields  on  the  reverse, 
which  are  separated  by  the  double-edged  fasces  representing 
power  of  life  and  death  (that  is,  the  sovereignty  of  the  State).

Born  in  1779  to  a  prominent  Philadelphia  family,  Stephen  Decatur  was  reared  in  the  traditions  of  the  sea.  Upon  the  establishment  of  the  Navy- 
in  1798,  the  youthful  Decatur  embarked  as  a  midshipman  aboard  the  new  frigate.  United  States.  Decatur  learned  fast;  after  he  donned  his  uni¬ 
form  it  took  him  only  one  year  to  be  commissioned  Lieutenant.  Decatur's  first  real  act  of  heroism  came  in  1804  during  the  Barbary  Wars  in  the 
Mediterranean.  Under  cover  of  darkness,  Decatur  led  a  group  of  sailors  into  Tripoli  Harbor  and  seized  control  of  the  recently  captured  U.S. 
frigate,  Philadelphia.  Decatur  ordered  his  men  to  set  fire  to  the  vessel  and  then  fight  the  crew  in  hand-to-hand  combat.  Thus,  the  Philadelphia 
could  never  be  used  by  the  Tripolitans  against  the  Americans. 

After  this  "most  bold  and  daring  act  of  the  age,"  Decatur  was  promoted  to  captain.  In  1812,  Captain  Decatur  and  his  men  captured  the  ship  the 
Macedonia  and  brought  her  back  to  the  safe  shores  of  the  United  States.  Again,  Decatur's  exploits  were  celebrated  around  the  world.

After  the  1963  series  was  intro¬ 
duced,  the  promise  to  pay  a  "thing"  (gold  or  silver  "dollars")  has 
become  the  thing  itself,  a  clever  trick  that  the  modern  public 
hasn't  a  clue  was  pulled  on  them!
